2., APCASSOWARY 15 was inatructed by AFCASS(WARY 2 to obtain the view
of Agency staff personnel regarding a4 trip to Warsaw belng planned by the
Very Reverend KOHUT, a Bazllian Father from Wew York City..{Reverand Meletius
WOYNAR, O8BM, has discussed with ABCASSOWLRY 2 Father KOHUT's plans for &
trip to Warsaw., He intends to visit with the Bagilian Fathers in Warsaw. -
They have recently received approval from the Polish Government to establish
a St. Basil's Monastery. ANCASSOWARY 2 is anxious for Father KOHUT to
make this trip and continue on to Hungary and Czechoslovakia to obtain
vhatever information he can on the emigre groups in those countries.
AECASBOWARY 15 agked the undersigned to have determined whether the Agency
would be interested in talking to Father KOHUT and what the general feeling
of the Agency persennel would be regarding his trsvel to Warsaw.

3. ARCABSQMARY 2 feels much information may be obtained on travel
and Soviet reality by U. S. tourists in the USSR, He suggeasted that the
Agency brief and sponsor somebody for such travel and recommended for such
an assignmenPMr, Andrew Diakun, an American born citizen of Ukrainian

" above statement to be true. The undersigned also knows that dr. Dielwn

worked with the Ukrainian Relief Committee in Germany and has served &
tour of duty with United States Army Intelligence. He resides in Buffsle
and is engaged in the prectice of law. He is approx.tmtely 30 years of
age and is planning to be married thies month.

Lhe AICASSCMWARY 15 stated that AFCASSUMARY 2 told him a Ukreinian
professor living in Germany has recently departed for Warsaw to participate
in a scientific conference. AECABSOWARY 2 did not volunteer the name of
this profesgor to AFOASSUWARY 15 but he (15) believes it is Professer I.
Mirchuk ofthe Vkrainian Free University in Mumich,

S Hiss Gloria SURMACH of Hew York City, an American-born citizen
of Ukr an extraction, is believed to be back from her trip to the USSR.
FCASSOWARY 2 learned from her father sbout 2 weeks ago that she was in
Rome efiroute home. AFRCASSOWARY 2 feels 1t would be advisable for an Agenoy

taff member to debrief Miss SURHACH on details of her trip.

6. AICASS8OWARY 15 stated that after several unsuccessful attespts .
to obtain permission to go to Australis, Jaroslav Stetrke finally cbtained
such permission from the ABN. He (15) belleves AECASSOWARY 2 will obtain
through him details on the Ukrainian emigre situation in australia.

7. AFCASSOWARY 2 requested AECASSOWARY 15 to inquire about the
status of the project for sending packages to the USSR, AKCASSOWARY 15
was informed by the undersigned that the project is all written up and
awalting final approval by the “chiefs". AJCASS&ARY 15 stated that for
best results now is the proper time to get started on this program.
